OTTAWA, May 19—How the men of an Edmonten battalion 


withstood the withering bombardment of the Germans during a part 
of a day and well into the darkness of the evening, clinging to their 
sinashed trenches with grim determination and then springing alert to 
meet the oncoming enemy infantry attack, is told of in this week’s 
communication from the Canadian general representative at the front. 
Under Lieut. R, C. Arthurs, who held the dangerous point during a 
dreadful bombardment, the detachment poured a heavy rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire into the advancing Germans, accounting for all the par- 
ty except two, au officer and sergeant, who managed to reach the 
Canadian trench, Lieut, Arthur shot the sergeant himself, and the 
officer was taken prisoner. 

The heroic death of Lieut, Ted’? Doheny of a Toronto battalion 
is related. This plucky young officer, his leg blown off by a shell while 
in charge of a party holding a crater, thought only of his battalion 
and his men till he succumbed to his wounds,

Since-the British took over this sec- 
tion from the Frenah in the early 
stage of the battle of Verdun, the 
Germans had been holding stubbors- 
ly the vantage of the higher ground 
end inflicting heavy casualties on the 
British. After a successful explosion 
of mines just after dark, the Lan- 
cashires, who are inade up largely of 
cotton operatives from Manchester, 
rushed from their trenches to the lips 
of the craters. 

Every detail in the program of the 
operation, from the putting of mac! 
ine guns out of action, bringing 
randbags with which to build new 
breastworks and defending the  posi- 
tion by ineans of bombs, was carried 
out successfully. Morning found the 
Lancashires thoroughly entrenched 
against a retaliatory German bom- 
bardment, and had connected their 
old line by communicating trenches six 
teet deep. Slight casualties were the 
cost of the night's success.

On returning to the front he 
will assume command of the batta- 
lion, Just before leaving the war zone 
Major Bauld had a narrow escape. A 
piece of shrapnel struck him in the 
chest, but he was saved from serious 
injury by his note wallet and cheque 
book. 

Capt. C. KB. Jenkins (Chaplain), of 
Brantford, Ont., has been obliged to 
relinquish his position with the 9th 
Brigade because of nerve strain. He 
will take up a post in an English hos- 
pital, 

Chaplain Father John Knox has 
likewise been obliged to assume lighter 
duties in England,

LONDON, May 19.—Under heavy 
pounding of the Austrian forces the 
Italians have been compelled to with- 
draw from portions of its line in the 
region of Trent, which has been bom- 
barded for three days,. An official 
communication from Rome admits the 
evacuation of the Zegnatorta position, 
in the Lagarinn Valley south of Trent 
and also the line between the Terrass- 
rola Valley and the upper Astico, 
from Monte Maggio to Sagliodaspio, 

The Italians, however, have occu- 
pied further Austrian positions in the 
Adamello zone, capturing — prisoners, 
material and provisions. 

During the day the Germans made 
no infantry attacks from their newly 
Wo positions on the left bank of the 
Meuse in the Verdun region, accord- 
ing to Paris. The urtillery struggle, 
however, continues most violent on 
the front of the Avocourt wood, Hill 
804 and Le Mort Homme. The artil- 
lery action has not been so great on 
the right bank of the Meuse and in thu

Great Britain Secures Assurances 
From Russia For Benefit of

removed through the good offices of 
Great Britain, Great Britain asked

OF GREY MAY OPEN 
WAY TOWARD PEACE 


German Official Views it Optimis- 
tically, But it Gives No Hope 
to Germany 


THE HAGUE, May 19—The Berlin 
correspondent of the Rotterdam Nieu- 
we Courant, telegraphs that a high 
German official stated that, though it 
is too early yet for neutrals to offer 
mediation, Sir Edward Grey's unag- 
gressive interview opens the way to 
preliminary discussions for peace be- 
tween the belligerent powers, 

He declared that Germany, like 
Sir Edward Grey does not wish Eu- 
rope to be dominated by any one na- 
tion, 

LONDON, May 19—-Sir Kdward 
Grey's interview, in spite of all that 
has been said, gives little hope for im- 
mediate pence. He declared that the 
allies were fighting for a free Europe, 
free from the constant rattling of the 
sword in the scabbard, free from 
Prussian militarisn and for the 
righting the injustice done by the pre- 
sent war. He said the allies were not 
fighting the German people, whom 
they wanted to be as free as other 
nationalities,

GERMANY’S HEAVY SWORD — VIVIANI

PETROGRAD, May 19—‘‘ The allies stand solid for a fight to 
a finish; They intend to break Germany's heavy sword, They 
owe this to unborn generations.’’ 

This was the answer to peace talk from Berlin made today by 
Rene Viviani, former French prime minister and now minister of 
justice in the French cabinet. Viviani has been making extensive 
visits to England and Russia. At the French embassy here he 
gave the second interview he has granted since the war began, 

‘‘T am not qualified to speak of Germany's intentions,’’ con- 
tinued the French cabinet official, ‘‘ but our alliance is more com- 
pact than at any time since the War began, and is growing con- 
stantly stronger. 

“The allies continue to grow stronger in both armament and 
men, They are steadily forging Germany’s chastisement, They 
will force her to make full reparation for what she has done. 
There will be no separate peace. The allies war as one, They 
have devised an economic entente. After peace, the world will 
find the allies equally unified.” d

BROOKS, Alta,, May 19—Word wus 
received by Corp. Wight, of the local 
detachment of the R.N.W.M.P,, from 
his brother, Constable James Wight, 
who is one of the Bear Lake patrol, 
who left Regina last summer on the 
way to the Arctic in search of two 
missing priests, that the police patrot 
reached Dease River,, where the 
priests’ deserted cabin is located, 

The letter was dated January 3, and 
took over four months to come 
through. Inspector L. Nause is in 
charge of the patrol, and Constables 
Wight and Withers are the other 
policemen, 

Arden, a prospector, and an Eskimo 
intrepreter also accompany the patrol! 
The intend pushing on to Coronntion 
Gulf, on the Arctic Ocean, according 
to a letter, travelling via Dismal Lakes 
At the North Coast, Inspector La 
Nause and Arden will cross over to 
some islands and will circle the Gulf 
in search of the tribe of Eskimos who 
are supposed to have murdered 
Fathers Rouvier and Laroux, 

Arden saw members of this tribe 
with the priests cassocks and rifles in 
the fall of 1914, and the priests have 

{been missing since 1913, The tribe 
was discovered four years ago by 
Steffanson, and are said to unusually 
savage, The patrol will probably be 
three years on the trip,

To the Bulletin: (1) What are the 
tpecifications of a legal fence around 
hay stacks? 

(2) What is the law regarding cat- 
tle running at large during the winter 
nonths? Farmer, New Norway. 

(1) The fence ordinance defines a 
lawful fence as any substantial fence 
hot less than four feet high if it con- 
sists of rails or boards not less than 
four in number, the lower one within 
cighteen inches fron: the ground andl 
each panel not exceeding twelve feot 
in length, or two strands of barbed 
wire and a top rail, or three barbed 
wires, ete, 

If you would define the fence it 
would be easier to say whether it came 
within* the definition than to give the 
whole definition or you might write to 
the King's Printer for u copy of the 
Fence Ordinance. A fence around hay 
stacks must be at least twenty foct 
fromthe stacks. 

(2) The law regarding cattle —run- 
ning at large during winter months 1s 
contained in the Fence Ordinance, 
One of the provisions is that no action 
for damages caused by them shall be 
maintained unless the property dam- 
aged is surrounded by u lawful fence. 
This would appear to apply as well in 
winter as in summer. There is, how- 
ever, provision for a herd law which 
you would do well to consult, 
Collection of Rent, 

To the Bulletin: Is a tenant com- 
pelled legally to give the landlord a 
month's notice when vacating a house, 
where rent has been paid monthly and 
no lease signed? If na~ notice has 
been given nor complaints made by 
tenant, can the landlord legally collect 
a month’s rent in lieu of notice? If so, 
what is the simplest method of col- 
lécting such’? Will costs of any legal 
action have to be paid by tenant?

The landlord is entitled to a month's 
notice in a monthiy tenancy although 
no Jease has been signed and can col- 
lect « month's rent in lieu of notice, 
The only method of colleeting this 
rent is by action for damages, The 
court would order the tenant to pay 
the bulk of the costs but you would 
probably have to pay some costs also, 
You should first consider whether the 
tenant has any goods over and above, 
the legal exemptions,

Presbyterian Conference Report 
Gives Reasons Amal. 
gamation of Churches 


Toronto, May 18—Much space is 
Cevoted to the sitaution in Western 
Canada in a report on church union to 
be submitted to the Presbyterian gen- 
cral assembly in June next by the 
minority in the union committee, 

Dealing with Western Canada the 
minority give the following as reasons 
why union should not be consum- 
mated; 

“That the four synods west of the 
Great Lakes have a membership of 
79,672, less than one-fourth of the 
whole church, of whom 32,534 voted 
for union and 9,214 agaipst it; while 
the two synods of Alberta and British 
Columbia show 10,126 for union and 
4,963 against it, a proportion of 
sixty-seven per cent. to thirty-three 
per cent., a larger proportionate min- 
ority than obtained in the whole 
church in 1911, 

Vote for Home Missions. 

“That of the 720 congregations vot- 
ing in these four western synods 333, 
nearly one-half, are mision fields or 
groups of mission stations, a few of 
which are in town and city suburbs, 
while the remaining three hundred of 
them represent practically the total 
vote of the home mission territory of 
the west. 

“That these 800 mission fields last 
sear reported a total of 5,863 commu- 
nicants, an average of less than 
twenty; while the total reported vote 
of these mission fields is 6,787 commu- 
rigants, an average of twenty-two. 
Bither of these totals in these 300 
fields being considerably less than the 
membership in any one of a dozen 
presbyteries of the church, from Pic- 
tou to Westminster, and less than one-~ 
fifth the membership in the one pres- 
bytery of Toronto. 

Opinion Not of Need. 

“That more than nine-tenths of the 
fotal reported membership of the 
west Is thus outside these three hun- 
cred missions, and is chiefly in the 
cities and larger centres where union 
is u matter of opinion and not of need, 
vnd that the total vote of this nine- 
tenths of the west, including both sides 
ix only forty-seven per cent. of the 
membership, as against a total of 
(ifty-five per cent. of the membership 
ever the whole church.”

Sir John Maxwell Answers the 
Charges of Brutality Against 
Loyal Troops 


Dublin, May 19—-Major General Sir 
sohn Maxwell, commanding the Brit- 
ish troops in Ireland, has given out 
the following statement in reply to 
charges of brutality made against the 
troops: 

“These allegations seem almost ex- 
clusively concerned with the fighting 
in*North King street, which cut 
through the rebel area, Before we 
could complete a cordon in this street 
the worst fighting in the whole of 
Dublin, with thé exception of that at 
alls Bridge, occurred there, Only 
efter 24 hours of fighting were we 
uble to capture the street. The casu- 
oltles were very heavy in this fighting. 
The troops were continually fired at 
from the roofs and upper windows of 


ouses as the rebels moved from 
louse to house, 
As the troops moved along the 


street the rebels would escape by back 
doors and fire again from behind 
houses, necessitating the searching 
end occuping of every house. They 
threw away their rifles and joined the 
women, who were herding at the back, 
pretending to have been there all the 
time. These rebels wore no uniforms, 
and a man who was shooting at a sol- 
dier one minute might, for all he 
Knew, be walking quietly beside him 
in the street at another. 

“In spite of our efforts the women 
ond children refused to leave the 
North Kirg street area. Their sym- 
pathies were with the rebels and this 
must be remembered in connection 
with their allegations now.”

old fashioned hoe to the garden patch, 
That same old hoe is still a very use- 
ful tool in the garden, but for cultivat- 
ing purposes we have «a much more 
effective weapon in the hand culti- 
vator, 

This implement is sola under vari- 
ous names and has five teeth of vari- 
ous lengths and spacings, the points 
of which are spear shaped, It can 
be bought for about a dollar at the 
hardware or seed store and will soon 
prove itself to be the best and cheap- 
est investment ever made in the way 
of a labor saver in the garden. With 
this tool in his possission the garden. 
er will soon discover that cultivating 
and weeding are mere child's play 
compared with the energy and endur- 
ance required to wield the old fash- 
foned hoe. ‘Thirty minutes work ev- 
ery few days with this tool will take 
care of most of the 
weeding necessary 
sized city lot. 

The chief object of cultivation, is 
to create and maintain an overlay of 
fine dusty soil in order that the eva- 
poration of moisture may be checked, 

Some gardeners solve the problem 
of moisture to their own satisfaction

We speak of warm and cold rains, 
well knowing from past experience 
that the former is highly beneftcial 
and the latter detrimental to vegeta- 
tion, and in this connection it should 
not be forgotten that watet from the 
city service pipe is, generally many 
degrees colder than the soil and the 
surrounding atmosphere ,thus approx. 
imating the effects of a cold rain. 

Water in the form of moist air is 
what vegetation needs and this is se- 
cured by the natural process of cap- 
illary attraction, surface evaporation 
being checked by the blanket of fine 
loose soi] which the cultivating pro- 
cess provides, 

Cultivation should continue so long 
as it is possible to work between the 
rows without injuring the leaves and 
stems, after which time, the plants, 
by shading the ground with their foli- 
age will take care of both moisture 
and weeds, 

A steady growth from start to fin- 
ish Is necessary to produce first class 
quality in vegetables; therefore culti- 
Vate persistently. 

Planting Out, ' 

If the weather man is on his good 
behavior, Vietora. Day will no doubt 
see a good many plants set out, al- 
though a week later would probably 
be a more propitious time. But whe- 
ther then or later, a few hints as 
4o methods in planting will be in order 
now, 

The good old “dibbling stick” is 
still an up-to-date tool for this pur- 
pose if used in the right way and a 
convenient dibbler is one made from 
the handle of an old spade or shovel

If the plants are boxed, cut out in

The first 
green food for the litthe chicks may 
consist of mangels, potatoes or other 
vegetables cut up fine at first until 
the chicks learn to like them, and

reach, Lawn clippings or lettuce may 
be fed with good result ree range 
gives the best green food supply for + 
the growing chick, but that is mot al- 
Ways possible, A small yard may be 
reatly improved by dividing it in the 
middle and sowing each half alter- 
nately to oats, Spade them tn and 
allow the chicks to scratch them out 
as they begin to swell and sprout, A 
few boards laid on the surface will 
allow the oats to get a start. When 
the boards are removed the chicks 
will have the time of their lives and 
are not satisfied until roots anu all 
are consumed, 

Where it is too dry or for other rea- 
sons impossible to get a good growth 
of green food in the yards, it should 
be supplied from outside, Dwarf Es- 
sex rape and Swiss Chard may be pro.

Varicty of Sentences, 


Ho states that forty prisoners were 
received at the farm during the above 
veriod, with sentences ranging from 
cight days to three months. The total 
number of men sentenced to the farm 
from the date of its inception in 19138 
's 1,055. During the above period Jan 
uary to April, there have been 7,348 
theals served to prisoners, 

The chief work at the present time 
is getting as much land under culti- 
vation as possilyle, and the undermen- 
tioned will briefly show the result to 
date: 60 acres oats, under crop; {2 
acres barley; 12 acres timothy; 10 
acres green feed, 6 acres potatoes and 
4 acres of vegetables, 


Supplying the Hospitals,

plied the three hospitals with beef, 
pork and vegetables at fair market 
values, and acting upon the suggestion
